first

quiiz Falls. The second was ignit­ 
ed 100 yards from the canyon en­ 
trance, followed by two more, on 
either side of the dry Tahquitz 
Creek, deeper in the canyon. 
City fire-fighters, aided hv five 
teen-age volunteers who followed 
fire trucks up the canyon road, 
battled with shovels and backfires 
after

Stabbing, Beatings 


New Teen-Age 
Violence in N.Y. 


NEW YORK — TJPD - An 18- 
year-old youth was stabbed and 
seriously wounded and three com­ 
panion- were beaten 
in 
an un­ 
provoked attack by a teen - age 
gang on a Brooklyn streetcorner 
Wednesday. It was New Y o r k ' s 
third outbreak of youth violence 
in 11 days. 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller and 
Mayor Robert F. Wagner planned 
separate conferences today to deal 
with the problem. 
THE WOUNDED youth, Domin­ 
ick Scudiere. told police he was 
talking with three friends when a 
band of about 15 youths believed 
to be Puerto Ricans and mem­ 
bers of a gang called the Majes­ 
ties approached and asked if they 
were members of either of t w o 
gangs 
Scudiere and his 
friends 
said 
they were not but 
one of 
the 


hand, believed to be the leader, 
said: “You took eare of our boys 
and now we re g o i n g 
to take 
care of you.” 


THE ATTACKERS then set up­ 
on the quartet 
stabbed Scudiere 
in the left side, beat the other 
three and fled Scudiere. who was 
scheduled to enter the Air Force 
this fall was taken to a hospital. 
The attack occurred in a neigh- 
norhood unaffeoed by a 
recent 
shift of 1,400 i>olioemen to areas 
plagued by leer gang violence It 
came only three days after two 
teen - age boys were 
wantonly 
stabbed to death in a playground 
off Times Square and to d a y s 
after a 15-year dd girl w as shot 
to death and a een-age boy fatal­ 
ly subbed ui an outbreak of juve- 
rile gang warfare m th* lower 
East Side of Manhattan.

The California Electric Power 
Company, threatened with an at­ 
tack on its Palm Springs r a t * 
structure by Village oounotlmen, 
today 
defended 
the 
rates 
as 
"realistic." 
The utility blamed city utility 
taxes for the rate structure used 
here and told The 
Desert Sun 
that — because of th* tax — its 
rates were higher than ratee in 
neighboring communities. 
. Earlier this week several ooun- 
ottmen at their informal luncheon 
meeting had criticized Calectric 
rates and one indicated that 
• 
“survey" was tinder way. 


CALECTRIC POINTED out that 
although 
no Southern 
California 
city is comparable in population 
or nature to Palm Springs, be­ 
cause of the wide venation be­ 
tween winter and summer popt* 
lation. one desert city — Phoenix, 
Arizona — has a rate about three 
per cent lower. 
In comparison with other desert 
oammumties, the utility reports 
that the cities of Indio and El 
Centro, both served by a non- 
taxpaying company, have r a t e s 
about $4.50 per month lower for 
850 kilowatt - hours than P a l m 
Springs does. 
"If Calectne received the same 
favored tax-exempt status, t h a 
retes would not only be compar­ 
able. but would be lower," the 
utility said. 


A C A L E C T R I C customer hi 
Palm Springs pays $22 32 for 850 
kilowatt - hours of electricity and 
$5.13 of this amount goes for tax­ 
es. Much of this tax revenue goes 
to Palm Springs to help support 
both school and city operation*. 
Without t h i s tax, Calectric cus­ 
tomers would pay Sl.lT cents lesa 
than Indio or El Centro, Company 
officials said. 
But the electric company h a a 
made one complete switch in da 
power use in Palm Springs. 


THE COMPANY HAS reversed 
it* stand — taken at a hearing 
lor rate increase last year — in 
saying that a lack of balance be­ 
tween sum m er and winter coo- 
sumption of electricity is econom­ 
ically 
unfavorable 
to 
Calectric 
It means that the company must 
install and maintain facilities for 
the sum m er peak that are not 
used to capacity in the winter. 
According to Francis Crocker, 
manager of the local office, "keep­ 
ing up" with Palm Springs’ futura 
has been “ very costty.” 
“In the past two years w» have 
installed and put into operation 
five n e w electric substations ía 
Palm Springs,” he said. 


WHEN ASKED ÍF rates could 
be changed by resurveying desert 
communities, the c o m p a n y an­ 
swered that under Public Uulitiee 
Commission rulings, 
a 
resurvey 
and rezomng of the electric district 
must he conducted every year.

Special to The Desert Sun 
WASHINGTON, D. C. - Con­ 
gressman D. S. Saund scurried 
beck to the nation's capital from 
Warsaw. Poland, 
yesterday—just 
in time to join the losing side in 
a mov e to ov erride a presidential 
Vbto. 
Saund cut short his participation 
in an Interparliamentary U n i o n 
conference in Warsaw to fly back 
to Washington tor balloting on a 
proposal to override President Ei­ 
senhower's veto of the $1,206,748.­ 
548 public works bill. 


BUT THE HOUSE failed to pass 
the override by one vote, upsetting 
all previous predictions and han­ 
ding the President 
a 
"stunning 
legislative victory.” according to 
Capitol observers. 
Saund said that he now will re­ 
main in Washington until the end 
of the session to "vote on otheT 
important measures which m a y 
be brought up before Congress ad­ 
journs." 


1 AM HOPING that the Senate- 
House conference committee will 
bring out a sound labor-manage- 
ment reform bill in order to elim­ 
inate corruption, on the part of 
both labor and management," he 
added. "It is expected that the 
conference will report a hill which 
will not have punitive f e a t u r e s 
against honest trade unionism in 
the United States." 
The 29th District Congressman 
participated in six sessions of the 
Interparliamet^ary Union, which 
attracted delegates from 50 na­ 
tions for its first meeting behind 
the Iron Curtain.

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Rut- 
ma t fir* Sputnik a coupl* of 
years ago fired the American 
public intere* in science 
and 
hotated the scientist to the shoul­ 
ders of the admiring crowd — 
but this has not happened in the 
related area of political science. 
With Nikita Khrushchev’s visit 
close upon us. it would h e l p if 
Americans had a better compe­ 
tence for judging h o w far the 
United States is ahead of the 
Soviet Union in the knowledge, 
and art of human governance. It 
would be mo* regrettable if the 
American hosts and onlookers of 
the world s Number One Com­ 
munis! were not further along 
in understanding the Red Men­ 
ace than was Mr. Eisenhower a 
few jeers ago. 


IV HIS PRESS conference of 
July 17, 1957. the President told 
us of a discussion with Marshal 
Zhukov «hen the two men were 
co-commanders in Berlin. T h e 
N Y. Times of the next morn­ 
ing quoted the President aa fol­ 
lows: 
“ We had many long discus- 
tions about our respective doc­ 
trines. I think one evening we 
had a three - hour conversation; 
we tried each to explain to the 
other just what our s y s t e m s 
meant . . . and I was hard put 
to it when he insisted that their 
system appealed to the idealis­ 
tic and we completely to t h a 
m aterialistic, and I had a very 
tough time to defend our sys­ 
tem .” 


THE PRESIDENT, of course, 
has come a long way ntrvce then 
—but how about the rest of us? 
In n laudable effort to pump out 
some quick lessons, the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee 
has issued a'profusely footnoted 
pamphlet 
entitled 
“Contradic­ 
tions of tommunism.” in which 
Oorranu.il* gospel is allowed to 
refute Communist propaganda 
The pamphlet doe* not make 
very saucy reading. It is m o* 


dLficu* to set to ja u for news­ 
paper readers. But even an im­ 
perfect d i g e s t of its contents 
may give American* some am­ 
munition (which even Supreme 
Commander Eisenhower did not 
have at the end of World War ID 
for deferring our system again* 
arguments for theirs. 


ATTACK: NO Communist is ev­ 
er on the defensive. Every Red

on the Danton maxim as taken 
over f r o m the French Revolu­ 
tion to the Russian: "Boldness, 
again boldness, and ever bold­ 
ness' ’ This is why Khrushchev 
did no: hesitate to make and te 
repeat his threat to "bury" the 
American - led free world. It is 
why Communists lay bare-faced 
claim to all sorts of inventions 
and accomplishments, 
s o m e ­ 
times truthfully and sometimes 
otherwise 
It makes no differ­ 
ence about truth. All that m at­ 
ters is to overwhelm the free 
world with audacious threats and 
v contentions. 
S o n s of the Prophets:

India Is a Troubled Nation Today 


NEW DELHI — For the pa* 
week I have traveled the route 
from Karachi to Bombay to New 
Delhi in 100-degree heat and the 
worat monsoons I have seai in 
years. 
Kashmir 
is 
ao 
badly 
flooded that Prime M iniaer Ne­ 
hru cancelled his vacation plans 
to be there and left this week 
for Simia. 
India is fighting a desperate 
b a t t l e to be* nature — first 
sand, then droughts, then floods, 
locusts, insects that d e s t r o y 
crops and periodic earthquakes 
that destroy property. Nowhere 
on earth have so many’ of Na­ 
tu re s calamities befallen with­ 
er .i mercy so many already pov ­ 
erty stricken people. 


THE MOST devastating pres­ 
ent menace is the hot eastward 
winds, which pick up sand by 
the millions of tons from the 
deserts of Cutch and Saurashira 
and blow it all over north-cen­ 
tral India, destroying plant lift 
and soil ao badly needed. 
More than 25 million people 
who at be* merely scratch an 
exiKeoce are b e i n g affected. 
Now they are threatened again 
with tragic, inevitable starvation 
in a world of food surpluses and 
ouigmg storage bint. While I was 
in Bombay I saw the m o* de­ 
structive monsoon raise the salt 
water of the Arabian sea and 
the Bay of Bengal and drop them 
on millions of acres of planted 
■oil. destroying in mmu:es what 
men depended on for months. 


NEHRU’S 
INDIA 
is 
oaught 
between a giant industrial pmt- 
er of two Communi* nation* — 
Rua&i* and Red China. T h e y 
are 
spreading 
their industrial 


power on both aides of the bor­ 
ders of India and along with it 
the propaganda that Communisn 
■can make India hum. 
They are recruiting thousands 
of Indian workers on a part-time 
basis, principally for propagan­ 
da. then sending them back to 
India to spread the so-called suc­ 
cess of Communism. Industrial­ 
ly, economically and politically, 
India is 
threatened more ser­ 
iously than ever before. 


PRIME MINISTER Nehru and 
hi* Congress party have grown 
complacent after some 12 years 
in continuous power. The Co n - 
grass party 
itself 
is 
plagued 
from within by deep-rooted and 
uncompromising idealogical rifts. 
It* two m ajor factions, the So­ 
cialista 'who believe in radioal 
change 
and 
nationalization 
of 
everything > and 
the Conserva­ 
tives (who support private en­ 
terprise and individual values1, 
are in open war. Nehru supports 
the Socialist*, while the party is 
controlled by the Conservatives. 
The results are usually frustra­ 
tion and stalem ate. 
To force a showdown and par­ 
ty realignment, Nehru threaten­ 
ed to retire a short time ago; 
but he did not do so. Political 
leaden here told m e that if he 
had. it would have been better 
for the party and for India. 


THE COMMUNIST rape of Ti­ 
bet h is shaken Nehru like no 
other incident in a decade. Sev­ 
eral times in the p a * few years, 
Nehru has repeatedly expressed 
to this reporter his confidence in 
the intention* of Red China and 
bitterly assailed the U.S for not 
recognizing the Red regime.

Nehru's position of 
neutrality has witnessed two ag­ 
gressions again* two of h i a 
neighbors — Tibet and I n d o ­ 
china. not to mention the ag­

again* 
South Korea. 
Red China's deceptive pledges 
that convinced both Nehru aod 
his foreign minister, Khrishna 
Menon. that Tibet will remain 
free and autonomous, have now 
been exposed and condemned by 
history.

with Prim e Minister Nehru when 
he referred us to the Red Chin­ 
ese pledges at the Bandung con­ 
ferencie in 1S35 that “ there will

Many years ago an Indian tribe 
dug a well not far from P a l m 
Springs 
— the only well in tlie 
world where von went down a 
flight of steps to get w ater-and 
thereby 
named an area that to­ 
day is 
gaining in popularity as 
the home o>f one of the countries 
finest golf courses — Indian Wells 
Country Club. 
Three years ago a group ot 
men had lunch together and de­ 
rided between themselves t h a t 
the Palm Springs area could use 
another golf facility. The com­ 
en unity already boasted of three 
excellent courses. 


TWO OF THESE men — Paul 
prom and Eddie Susalla — began 
the long task of finding a site and 
drawing plans for something dif­ 
ferent in golf facilities. 
The two w lit Milt H cks — Mr. 
Golf m Palm Springs — b r o k e 
ground for the development in a 
cove of the Santa Rosa Mountains 
Just off Highway 
111 at 
Indian 
Wells and outlined a two - year 
program of expansion. 
A few months after big equip­ 
ment cleared the site, nine holes 
were in plav and a temporary 
golf shop had been pot into use. 


THEN A BOARD of directors 
was called to a meeting and the 
expansion program was pu. under 
way. but before the second nine 
holes were started. Paul P r o m 
died, and Milt Hicks was elected 
president of the board. 
Other officers, who today are 
members of the board of directors, 
include .Ichn Curci. vice president;

ELECTRIC BOOST' 


CLEVELAND. Ohio (UPP — An 
aircraft scientist said this week 
that electricity instead of chemi­ 
cal fuels m ay be the. power 
of 
long range space travel vehicles 
of the future. 
Dr. Sidney W. Kash. manager 
of the ionic physics department of 
Lockheed Missile 
Systems Divi, 
sion, Palo Alto, told a conference 
of engineering educators here that 
electrically propelled ion or plas­ 
ma drive would eventually 
pro­ 
vide a greater payload than pres­ 
ent chemical fuels. 


fN SUCH DEVICES, electrical 
power obtained from either t h e 
sun or nuclear energy is used to 
speed up ionized gases or plasma 
to high velocity. Ionized gases are 
th o # in which some of the nega­ 
tive electrons around the nucleus, 
of the atom have been stripped. 
Plasm a is a mixture of ionized 
gases and t h e i r stripped elec­ 
trons. 
"If electrical propulsion la to be 
economically feasible,” cautioned 
Dr. Kash. "the development 
of 
high 
power, 
lightweight 
power 


generating systems is essential. 
“ELECTRICAL 
PROPULSION 
rockets are particularly suited for 
long range missions for w h i c h 
ample time would be provided to 
achieve high velocities, even with 
a 
sm all acceleration,”

“This will require systems of 
reliable operation for long periods 
of tim e, but a long propulsion pe­
